A Ferocious Animal That Mvts Only In 


the North Wood* of Michigan. 


"Michigan is called the Wolverine state, 


but I doa't believe there are two dozen per- 
sons outside of that state that know what a 
wolverine if," said a native of the Green bay 
region. 
"For that matter, the people in 


Michigan itself who can tell you what a wol- 
verine is are mighty scarce. Why this ani- 
mal should be particularly a resident of tho 
Michigan wilderness I do not know; but! 
never heard of it being seen or heard of elso- 
where. The wolf is a common animal all 
over ilii! west, or at least it was before civil- 
i/utioo limited its habitat, and the black 
bear i, also found everywhere in greater or 
less numbers. Then why should the wolver- 
ine only have made its appearance in Michi- 
gan, where it was in the pioneer days as 
plenty almost as tho wolf, and even now is a 
dreaded frequenter of the woods of the 
northi rn part of tho state! The wolverine is 
an animal that has some of characteristics of 
the wolf, and partakes in other ways of the 
nature of the I war. Tho old settlers of Michi- 
gan always insisted that the animal was a 
cross lielwcen those two beasts, and that is 
tho opinion of north Michigan woodsmen to- 
dny. 
When Michigan was admitted into the 


Union the wolverine was still .common, ill 
fact infested all tho forests of the state, and 
the state was named after him, owing to 
some of the characteristics of the animal ad- 
mired by the hardy pioneers who hewod a 
commonwealth out of the great wilderness 
tl\ey found about their inland sea. 


"His a singular fact that no museum or 


zoological garden has ever yet had a speci- 
men of this unique member of the animal 
kingdom. I say it is singular, and I do not 
know that it is either, for the reason that 
thoy have never exhibited the wolverine is 
the great difficulty, not to say impossibility, 
of capturing it alive, or of keeping it alive 
after it is captured. They are tho most sav- 
age of beasts. Thoy have the ugly temper of 
the wolf, whicli thoy resemble in appearance 
but in size and savageness they resemble the 
boor of the western fastnesses. 
But while 


having the size and savageness of the bear,

I was formerly agent for the West Shoro 


road at a little station a few miles east of 
Amsterdam, N. Y. A work train, consisting 
of an engine and a number of flat cars was 
employed on the section near my station 
Jlach night they were expected to drop' th« 
flat care on some of the sidings in that vicinity 
and lay the engine up for the night at Am- 
sterdam. On the day iu question the train 
had been working later than usual, and when 
the time camo to quit they found that they 
were trespassing on the time of a passenger 
train. Instead of flagging themselves to my 
station according to rules, they took chances 
and came-fiying down at the rate of forty 
miles an hour, shoved two cars on tho siding 
and rushed off for Amsterdam in front of the 
passenger train, only ueven minutes ahead of 
her timo, when their limit was ten.

The fa<l I* that the moment we have to 


deal with masses of human beings, aggre- 
gated together In cities and living under con- 
dition* w Inch violate every rule of health, 
we come upon causes of physical degenera- 
tion which are too edvident to admit of theo- 
retical ni> 'diflcatlon, far let* denial. An author 
has taken the trouble to total up for us tho 
number of persons engaged in some half 
dozen sxlentary occupations in London in 
1881. 
We. Hnd his figures to give us: Indoor 


domestic servants, 258,709; general laborers, 
78,115; milliners, etc., 71,887; clerks, 00,005; 
tailors, 41 .521, and carpenters, 88,143. Thus, 
out of some MS.OOO persons, about four-fifth* 
lead an Indoor life, anil of these, two-fifths 
(or l"S,0(Kl| follow purely sedentary trade*. 


What sedentary life mean* to the unite 


which follow it cluaelT moat at jujBM-JteW. 
healthy life— pure air— and it include* yet 
another condition of vitality— freo and open 
air exercise. Deterioration of frame in the 
one generation, we have also to note, Is trans- 
mitted with tenfold force to the next. As 
health is cumulative tn it* effects, no also are 
disease and degeneracy; so that the mere 
pursuit of life and life's avocations in a big 
city must , In the cases of sedentary workers, 
be attended not only by an increasing lack of 
vitality, hut by a transmission of the weak- 
no* to succeeding unit*. And there comet • 
point In this hanging on of feeble health, 
says the sanitarian, when tbe climax I* 
reached In the shape of tbe absolute dying 
out of tho enfeebled itock. 


•TABTURQ MORTAUTT. 


The author from whom I have already 


quoted remind* us that if we treat London as 
a kind of country or area by itself we find 
that out «r every 1,000 persons in London 371 
are country born. An Immigration of 37 
per cent, thus represents what the London 
population owes to country blood. Again, 
Mr. Gallon i.-. emphatic enough In his calcu- 
lation* an to the percentage of the tupply of 
unit* (to I lie next generation) which I* repre- 
sented in rural and city districts respectively. 
Thus, 1,0(10 families in rural districts will 
supply alwut 2,384 adults tn the next genera- 
tion, while 1,000 town families will only sup- 
ply 1,700. The town supply is only 77 par 
cent, of the country installment, and to tbe 
second generation it is only 5U per cent, of 
the rural contribution. Attacked thus from 
the side of increase and continuance, wo see 
that tbe failure of vitality in town* make* 
lt«elf felton the population question In a very 
marked fashion; and this accords with what 
Mr. Cant lie tells us about tho decadence of 
tbe pure l>red Londoner. 


Taking Ixmdon, typically so called, and ex- 


eluding diHtrict* which are more or less sub- 
urban In character, we are told that, com- 
paring it with healthy districts, the differ- 
ence of death rate is at the rate of 6.24 per 
1,000 per annum. If now the population of 
typical London is set down at 2,767,298, we 
discover that 85,550 live* are thus annually 
lost in consequence of the conditions which 
prevail in this dense center of mankind No 
less startling Is the far* that of every 1,000 
Infant* born (I quote from my author once 
again) 112 more die under 15 years of age in 
urban London than in healthy district*.

I *ay to those who argue for healthy Lon- 


don that they represent (the healthy unite, I 
mean) thn survivors of a very tremendous 
general mortality. 
They are the favored 


few who escape, by reason of their affluence, 
the danger* and degeneration which beset the 
many. It I* the old story over again of the 
visitor to the slums of a city, who said to his 
guide that tbe gutter children looked fairly 
well and sturdy. "Yes," replied the guide, 
"but these children play on the graves of 
their -thousand companions who have suc- 
cumbed;" and what is true of the children of 
the slum* seems to me to hold equally true of 
tbe population of every big city we know. 
Is there any remedy, then, I may be asked, 
for this degeneracy which accompanies city 
life! 


We may certainly do much to better the 


existing state of things, and that according 
to plain health law*. We want the state to 
take up t he question of proper dwellings for 
tbe masses, if private enterprise fails to ac- 
complish the abolition of slums. We want 
philanthropist* to purchase open spaces for 
us, and to give to the city lung* for the free 
respiration of Its masses. Bo, also, we want 
wider facilitlM for reasonable recreation, 
and especially for 
the 
working classes. 


Greater facilities for cycling, football and 
other games will stave off physical degen- 
eracy a* perhaps nothing else will or can. 
Best of all, we must teach the masses the 
law* of health.— Andrew Wilson in London 
Illustrated New*.

THE SCHEME VMS ORIGINATED IN 


LONDON BY A LAWYER. 


A Hundred Thousand Dollars Cleared In 


• Few Weeks—Like Many Schemes To- 
day, It Was a Illg Swludle—The London 
Pine Art Association. 


One dismal afternoon during the fall of 


187U three friends, all of whom bad been in 
the army and whose pecuniary condition 
may Ira described by the expressive epithet of 
"busted," were lounging in the reading room 
of a then very fast London club. One of 
them proceeded to propound the perplexing 
question as to what his friends considered 
would be the termination to their present 
financial embarrassments. 


"Our subscriptions will be due shortly, and 


heaven only knows where the stuff is to come 
from, as 1 feel certain my uncle won't stump 
up. He bas on many previous occasions ex- 
pressed his emphatic opinion that under the 
circumstances it would be more becoming for 
me to obtain some employment, Instead of 
swelling, as he ehooses to call it, about the 
West End, and I am really afraid mon affaire 
with the Jones-Brown girl is off."

tion, which will be the principal outlay." 


THE LONDOM FINE ART ASSOCIATION. 


The matter was discussed .far into the fol- 


lowing morning, and the result was that with 
a very slender borrowed capital the London 
Fine Art association started on its gay career 
a few days after. 
From the very first it was 


a remarkable financial success, as the money 
flowed in through tbe post so quickly that it 
proved economical to pay a man to sell the 
postage stamps without discount to the trades- 
people. 


The outlay was a trifle and the profits at 


least 400 per cent 
The principal aim of the 


association was stated to be from time to 
time to i&sue genuine vrorks of art in order to 
cherish and foster among tbe middle and 
lower classes that love of real engravings 
which they so much prize. It was further 
stated that it was earnestly hoped that the 
system would entirely supersede tlie spurious 
imitation of engravings. 


Tbe advertisement generally filled a col- 


umn, 
and informed the public that the asso- 


ciation having the exclusive right would, 
previous to destroying the plate, issue at the 
cost of production a limited number of genu- 
ine copyright engravings from the original 
steel plate of such and such celebrated pict- 
ures. Then followed a very elaborate de- 
scription of the picture, and the very import- 
ant coupon with full instructions that it 
should be cut out and sent with a postofflce 
order for various sums, as the case might be, 
accompanied with full address to secure safe 
delivery, for which special arrangements had 
been made for its transmission free of charge. 
At the end it was stated that the usual retail 
price of the engraving was about ten times 
that asked by the Fine Art association. 


Under these auspices England was flooded 


with copies of well known paintings by cele- 
brated artists. 


As many years have now elapsed it will be 


no breach of confidence to state that these 
prints, for that is what they amounted to, 
were obtained wholesale from a gentleman of 
the Hebrew persuasion. 
He had in his pos- 


session the old and well worn plates of tbe 
original engravings, and was well satisfied 
with his part of the contract, which was to 
supply the Fine Art association with copies at 
three cents apiece. The association retailed 
them at an average of thirty cents, and, cal- 
culating all expenses, had a profit of twenty- 
five cents on every copy sold.

THE weather predictions by the 


Government Weather Service Bureau, 
h»ve of late been very unreliable. 
When fair weather is predicted, it 
rains and pours. 
For instance: we 


were informed that Tuesday of this 
week would be fair, slightly warmer 
weather, with westerly winds. 
What 


we got was exactly the reverse. 
A 


drenching rain for the greater part of 
the day, cooler atmosphere, and south- 
erly wind;, prevailed,and put the Gov- 
ernment weather prognosticator in a 
very unenviable position. 
This lack 


of correct prediction is of frequent 
occurrence, and is said to be getting 
worse. 
It is stated that the percent- 


age of successful weather predictions 
has decreased in the last five or six 
year* from eighty-seven to seventy-six 
per cent., while at the same time the 
percent, in European countries has been 
steadily gaining.

of this service is. to take it out of the 
hands of the War department and 
transfer it to a civil bureau, under the 
charge of scientific men instead of 
soldiers.
